But there ia hope; there is assurance of {help. 
One of the elders came to John ang said, ‘»Veep 
not, behold the Hon that is of the tj-ibe of Judah, 
the root of David, hath overcome! to open the 
book and the seven seals thereof." j Then hf saw 
in the midst of the throne a Lamp standing as 
though It had been slain. Notice he! has thehame 
qualities we found in the previous mention of 
him. ‘Slain’ means that he has been offered in 
sacrifice for sin; "on the throne" means that he 
has been made king. When these two thin® are 
true in our experience of Jesus gamely tfecog- 
nlzed as Saviour and Lord, then he becomesio us 
the revelation of the mystery of dod. Hat will 
tell us fully all that may be known] of Him| He 
is specially endowed with the Spir|t of Godi the 
fulness of the Spirit, the “seven Spirits of fod." 
This enduement of the Spirit shows Itself in great 
power (seven horns) and great wisdom (jleven 
eyes) “He is to them that are being save! the 
power of God and the wisdom of Clod.’’ 

He comes and takes the book, orjscroll, <nit of 
the hand of Him who sits on the thronej and 
assumes the responsibility of opening the peals 
and unfolding the revelation of God to men! At 
this all heaven is moved in wonder! in addition 
in worship.

But back to the Book of Esther. Not one In a 
hundred readers of the Bible, reading from Gen¬ 
esis on, when he comes to the bqok of Esther 
would probably ever notice that the name of God 
does not appear In the book unless! his attention 
were called to it by some one. Like other books 
of the Old Testament the lesson or tjruth which is 
Intended to be taught Is not strung put in lengthy 
explanation, but Is succinctly embodied In a 
story, a life, an example. If we understand the 
Example it will help us to work outj the unsolved 
problems In our own lives and experience which 
embody the same principle. The lesson of this 
book Is how to see God, the invisible God, In the 
daily happenings of our own lives, j 

He does not pluck us by the sleeve and whis¬ 
per in our ear. “This Is God dealing with you.” 
He does not whack us over the head like a tyran¬ 
nical master and thunder in our eaijs, “Look who 
it is you are dealing with.’’ More j often God Is 
not in the earthquake and fire and t«torm. but In 
the voice of gentle stillness. It Is {he sign of a 
Christian that he sees God in all his dealings with 
us. recognizes his hand it) all that [comes to us. 
Paul after saying. "If any man Is In Christ Jesus, 
he Is a new creation;’’ adds also, “All things are 
of God.” Jesus said, "Blessed are four eyes for 
thev see, and your ears for they hear,” It Is 
spiritual blindness, the Judgment of God against 
abuse of our opportunity to see, whgt caused him 
to say, “By hearing ye «ba!l hear land shall In 
no wise understand ” Thh man who cannot or 
does not .see the hand of God controlling in his 
life, working out Ms will and a worthv plan 
Is spiritually blinded.

mental strength. He regretfully dlsoerns not 
rnly in pupils of elementary schools, but In stu¬ 
dents of all grades, a consplcous lack of accuracy; 
which means that they have not been trained to 
hard work and thorough mastery of their sub¬ 
lets; that they have not had the self |dlsclpllne 
which would give them the correct use of our 
language and the "modicum of information which 
e|ery one should poeess."

Too much scattering In our high schools and 
academies, and too much liberty In choosing cours¬ 
es of study In colleges tend to lack of thorough¬ 
ness. Mental disciplines and self control are 
especially needed for the cltlsen of a democracy, 
and these, like strength of body, can only be at¬ 
tained through stern mental exercise. Mr. Hughes 
does not advocate going back to the three R's 
though he evidently thinks that there Is much 
crowding of the currlculums; he doe* urge con¬ 
centration and hard study of the mala subjects 
that are taught.

There 
are men In the dulplt and the pew to-day who 
conceive It to bt their first duty to build up 
thplr church as Is successful organisation, and 
lej others meet ihe conflict In which the very 
foundations on which their congregations 
refit and the vert purpose for which they exist 
are In severe peril. In ordinary times, the pas¬ 
tor who serves jhls congregation best, serves 
his denomination best, and he who serves his 
denomination b ist serves the whole Visible 
church best. Bu in the time of Intense and vi¬ 
tal attack upon :he foundations of faith, then 
every true minis er, ofTleer and member, while 
he does all In hi i power to promote his congre¬ 
gation. at the same time, also, should “contend 
earnestly for the faith once for all delivered to 
the saints,” that Is all the same. 

It must be re membered that It Is the great 
fundamentals of historic Christianity, held by 
the early church and by he Oreek, Homan and 
Protestant brancies of the church, and with¬ 
out which funda nentals there Ib no Christian¬ 
ity, that are now under fire by the combined 
Ifoyces of rationalism within and without the 
church.

IS MY NAME WRITTEN THERE? 


at once iflorc meaningful or meaningless than 
the little Word “Amen.” It ought never to be 
meaninglejw. In Itself it is full of a beautiful 
significance. It is simply a way of saying, “Let 
it be sol” The Chinese rendering of it is, “The 
heart wishirs exactly so!” 

Spoken at the close of a prayer it is something 
more than a convenient and conventional ending 
of the petjtion. It is the authentication of all 
that haa gone before it. It ia the teal of the 
aincerity ol-the asker and of the asking. It ia a 
prayer itself which embraces all the prayer that 
has been offered. For an instant the praying aoul 

holds itself In pause. It has voiced its appeal; delivered unto them.” Belicv 
it has presented its petition to the Throne. Now 
it looks bark over its worda to see whether any¬ 
thing ia to be added, changed, modified; whether 
anything haw been asked foolishly or insincerely; 
whether it Is willing to stand by everything it 
haa said. Then softly it adds, “Amen!” It is 
its way of paying, “Lord, I mean all that I have 
said. Aa f|r aa I know, I have told thee my 
need. I take nothing back. I seal up my prayer. 

I pray thee jo grant all this, my petition." That 
is what “Aiken” means, if it means anything at 
all. It is the soul's signature to the letter that 
it sends up to God. 

But evidently, judging from the manner of its 
utterance, it does not always mean that. To 
some of us It seems to have no special relation 
to the prayef to which it ia appended. It ia sim¬ 
ply another word for “Finis”, the end. With rev¬ 
erent tone we make our requests known unto God, 
and then trail of? into a muttered, half-inarticu¬ 
late “Amen" at the close, because somehow a 
prayer does not seem quite finished until this 
conventional word has been spoken. If we un¬ 
derstood thlft it is a part of the prayer itself, 
that it ia, indeed, the summary or epitome of the 
prayer, wa would doubtless be a little more care¬ 
ful not to pronounce it so carelessly and indif¬ 
ferently as We often do. We would better not 
say it at all than to say it as it Is sometimes 
said, for witjh its meaning gone it becomes one 
of the “idle words" aganlst which our Lord so 
solemnly warns Us. 

What shall be said of that use of tne word that 
makes it singly an interjection, a kind of punct¬ 
uation mark, or a means of registering approval 
or of expressing fervid emotion or feeling? To 
some nature* it seems a necemity to give audible 
assent to the sentiments uttered by another in 
speech or public prayer, and no word lends itself 
to this purpose so easily as this which it ia our 
minds at thik time. Some prayers are liberally 
punctuated vjith “Amens!” from beginning to end. 

We have nothing to say now concerning the cus¬ 
tom itself, bet we would like to say a great deal 
concerning the light and unthinking way in which 
this word is commonly used in such connection. 

Often it is thrust in where it is entirely irrele¬ 
vant and utterly without meaning. Not Infre¬ 
quently it* Use makes one say just the opposite 
of what he means. Not long ago an evangelist 
was speaking of the neglect on the part of Chris-

"Lord even thje devils are subject unto 
us through thy iname.” ; Christ said, I gave unto 
you power to tread on serpents and scorpions, 
and over all th# power of the enemy, and noth¬ 
ing by any meahs shall;hurt you. Notwithstand¬ 
ing this rejoice! not, thht the spirits are subject 
unto you; but rither rejoice, because your names 
are written in heaven}’ Paul says "I entreat 
thee aiao, true j yoke ffellow, help those women 
^ipch labored with me 3n the gospel, with Clem¬ 
ent also, and with riy other fellowlaborers, 
whose names are in the book of life.” Our 
names are written in tjhe book of life while we 
are living, and hot after we arc dead. (John in 
Revelation.) “And all lhat dwell upon the earth

be false teachers among you, who pnvily shall 
bring in damnable heresies, even denying the 
Lord that bought them and bring upon them¬ 
selves swift destruction.” Three false teachers 
were the same elaaa as thoae Paul referred to ts 
1st Tim. 4th chapter, aa follows: “Now the spir¬ 
it speaketh expressly, that in the lather times 
some shall depart from the faith, giving head 
to seducing spirits, and doctrines of devils”; and 
in 2nd Tim.

This afternoon I went opt to get another look 
at the mountains, and they were entirely differ¬ 
ent. They say they change every hour. This 
time the sun was at a different angle, and the

'The interpretation of Revelation is attended 
ijlth some hazard, r.nd one who undertakes it 
r just not be confident of knowing it all. He may 
l e right and he jmay noOf some things in it 
^ -e may be fairly certa n. Of others we must 
speak with more; diffidence. It is with this feel- 
iL that we approach he passage in the last 
ifiapter which speaks o: the leaves of the tree 
elf life as being for the liealing of the nations. 

|John saw the river cf the water of life; he 
Jw also the tree of life not a single tree, but a 
ilbole orchard op forest of them, for they grew 
ik both banks of the ri/er of the water of life. 

1 ie river of the water of life proceeded out of 
t ie throne of 0<>d and of the Lamb. That is, 

1 fe has its origin lh t >e reign of God and of 
j fsux the Lamb: slain f ( r the sins of men. The 
t lee of life is another symbol of the life which 
(t>d imparts to men wh o accept Jesus Christ as 
1 brd. The tree# bring forth fruit every month. 
Ihe Christian life is intended to be abundant 
apd constant, “twin ertps of fruit" (margin of 
itvised version);. The fruit is the direct result 
i i the lives of believers All this is said for the 
i»kc of the reft of itj namely, “the leaves of 
t Se tree are for; the healing of the nations". 

The general and indirect effect of the gospel 
(n people and even on nations who are not Chris- 
I Ians is very marked aiid wholesome. It affects 
t Pern in ways of which ithey are unconscious and 
c ften in ways Of which they are conscious. A 
Christian is like one who is standing directly in 
I he light and Ijeat of the sun. He receives its 
I ull force and benefit. tBut there are others who 
i o not come directly into the sunlight, but they 
1 ;et some of its ^benefits; even though they remain 
ndoors; for thdre is nothing that is entirely hid 
pom the heat thereof. So there are people who 
irhile not Chri»tians ape receiving much of the 
leneflts which Christianity has brought to the 
vorld. , 

To get back jto the figure in Revelation, these 
people do not dat of tfie fruit of the tree of life 
ind live forever. But they get the leaves of the 
ree which are for the healing of the nations. 
I'hristian ideals and standards come to be rec- 
ignized even by people who are not themselves 
Christians. The Christian conception of right- 
tousness, honesty, honor, openness, frankness, 
pigenuousness have thieir effect on others. The 
phristian standard of purity in the home, in the 
piarriago relation, in #11 relations; the Christian 
lonception of service, of altruism, of responsi¬ 
bility and faithfulness in office; these all come 
(o be the heritage of people in a Christian land. 
Contrast the corruption in political life, in official 
administration, in a heathen land with the con¬ 
dition in a Christian land. Honesty in office is 
Said to be the exception in China. It is the op¬ 
posite which is an exception in the United States 
and Great Britain. have heard much, too 

piuch, about the corrupting influence of politics 
un good men in our country. We ought to hear 
; more about the wholesome influence of good men 
in politics. They aiie the salt of the earth. 
Christian principles Have permeated our whole 
political life and administration.

FIRST BAPTIST SETTLEMENT IN 
MISSISSIPPI 

| ( Continued) 

I J'His immediate arrest was now ordered, and 
on the 6th day ojf April, 1796, he stood a prisoner 
birfore Governorj Gayoso, At the close of the in¬ 
vestigation he vilas assured if he did not unequiv¬ 
ocally promise lb desist from all public preaching, 
i h« would be seijt with several of his adherents, 

■ especially Hamberlin and De Alvo, to work in the 
silver mines of : Mexico. Whether the hitherto 
j indomitable spirit of Curtis quailed under the 
menaces of Gayoso, or whether, upon a review 
of the whole master, he thought it would be more 
Christian-like td submit to the ‘powers that be’, 
cgnnot be determined. Be this as it may, he did 
promise to refrain thereafter from what was in 
open violation of the laws of the province. An 
; edict was also jissued by Gayoso, ‘that if nine 
liersons were fo^ind worshipping together, except 
according to thje forma of the Catholic church, 
they should suffer imprisonment.’ After being 
discharged, Mr. [Curtis felt oppressed in mind, as 
he thoughtfully; and prayerfully returned to his 
Home on the soijth fork of Cole’s creek. Had he 
done right in piomising not to preach the gospel 
of peace and salvation publicly in the province7 
What would become of the membership if their 
public religioui meetings were discontinued? 
Would they no be scattered as sheep without 
a shepherd ? f ad he set them a good example 
of fortitude in the face of danger? These and 
kindred questioi s which arose, one after another, 
in his mind werfc difficult of solution. He felt an 
'assurance that lie had aimed to do right, and the 
predominant coi iviction of his mind was that he 
'had done the b^st he could in his circumstances. 
IHis liberty and life were worth something to his 
! 'family, to the little Christian brotherhood he had 
gathered arounc him, and to the future prospects 
of the church. Had he proved stubborn and re¬ 
fractory before Gayoso—being already a prisoner 
—he might have been ordered forthwith to the 
calaboose preparatory to his being sent to work 
in the Mexican silver mines. His brethren gen¬ 
erally approved his course, but thought some ar¬ 
rangement oug it to be made to keep up their 
’ religious meetirgs. Thtngs now went on quietly 
for a while, but the American population had in¬ 
creased by the arrival of other immigrants, and 
thy were becom ng more and more clamorous for 
religious, as well as civil, liberty. The members 
of the church Had a meeting for consultation, 
and after patieit deliberation they came to the 
conclusion that it was not right to give up their 
1 j religious meeti igs entirely. It was true Mr. 
Curtis had piomised to abstain from public 
preaching, but i till they might hold metings, with 
such as would not betray them, for Christian 
conference, prayer and exhortation. Accordingly 
they agreed to raid their meetings as secretly as 
possible and conduct all their religious exercises 
in a low tone of voic^; and in order to make 
j things doubly si cure, they appointed reliable men 
as sentinels or all the roads leading to their 
places of worship, whose duty it was to come in 
at any stage ol the meeting and report the ap¬ 
pearance of any suspicious persons in the dis¬ 
tance, which sh raid be considered the signal for 


an informal aijd immediate dismissal and dis¬ 
persion. * * j • 

“The officers of the Provincial Government, in¬ 
stigated by the: priesthood, made diligent inquiry 
as to the time and place of holding their meet¬ 
ings for exhortation, prayer and Christian inter¬ 
course, and devised plans for the capture of 
Richard Curtis,; William Hamberlin and Stephen 
De Alvo. Orders for their arrest were secretly 
issued on or alxiut August 23, 1795. The 23rd 
of August was; a quiet Sabbath, with all of its 
holy associations inviting the devout worship¬ 
ers to assemble at the house of prayer. It was 
the private residence of one of their number, in 
what was then'and is still known as ‘Stampley’s 
Settlement’, oni the south fork of Cole’s Creek. 

‘‘The pickets had been properly posted on all 
the roads, and i the little persecuted fraternity of 
Baptists were, in subdued tones, conducting their 
worship, when the sentinel on the Natches road 
came in hurriedly and announced the appearance 
of five men, Whom he took to be a Spanish offi¬ 
cer and his posse. The religious exercises closed 
immediately, and Messrs. Curtis, Hamberlin and 
De Alvo hastened to a neighboring thicket to 
conceal themselves, knowing that they were pe¬ 
culiarly obnod^ras to the hierarchy at Natches. 
The others adjusted themselves with apparent 
earelessnes sabout the house and yard, when the 
unwelcome visitors rode up, and with character¬ 
istic self-importance, inquired, “What, are you 
doing here!?” They replied, “We are not harm¬ 
ing anybody; we always suspend our secular 
avocations mi the Sabbath and either rest at 
home or spend our time In such intercourse with 
each other as suits us.” “We wish to see Dick 
Curtis, Bill Hamberlin and Steve De Alvo—either 
one or all of them. Where are they te be found 
this momingj?” authoritatively inquired this em¬ 
bodiment of iPapal intolerance, to which an eva¬ 
sive answer was given, such as, “We don’t ex¬ 
actly know; [somewhere in the neighborhood we 
suppose.” The officer then announced the fact 
that he had come with orders from Governor 
Gayoso to arrest those three rebels, preparatory 
to their being sent to work in the silver miles in 
Mexico, for the remainder of their lives, and if 
any man should be found aiding or abetting either 
their concealment or escape, he should suffer the 
like penalty. 

This long quotation so full of interest and 
bearing upon our subject, has been taken from 
“Protestantism in Mississippi and the South¬ 
west”, by Rev. John G. Jones, before quoted, 
who belonged to the family of the Jonses and 
Curtises. Re further says: "It now became the 
settled conviction of the most reliable men in the 
community that it was worse than useless for 
Mr. Curtis and his two faithful adherents, Ham¬ 
berlin and De Alvo, to think of breasting that 
storm any further; that their only safety was in 
a precipitate flight from the country, and con¬ 
sequently, from all that was dear to them on 
earth. “But whither shall they fly?” was the 
next question and the ready answer was, “To 
South Carolina, the former home of Mr. Curtis.”

But It appealed to 
them very much when I told them about it and 
they said as soon as they became more familiar 
with work they were going to adopt that plan. 
Another one of the new societies that was organ¬ 
ized with six members increased their member¬ 
ship to sixteen the first nieeting and have gone 
to work and made forty-two dollars to help paint 
their church, which, by the way Is a country 
church also.

The president of one of the societies within 
two or three weeks after they were organized, got 
the little children together and organized a Sun¬ 
beam band. But the thing that has impressed 
very much in my work for the past few weeks 
is the fact that we were able to induce the women 
in two churches in the very heart of the Anti- 
Board district to organize themselves Into a mis¬ 
sionary society. Who can tell what this will 
mean for missions? 


We realize just going out and organising, then 
leaving them to themselves, isn’t worth much, so 
at our association this plan was adopted, each 
old society was to foster one of the new ones and 
the three societies having circle plan each circle 
is to foster one, by helping them with their pro¬ 
grams, reports, personal service suggestions, 
teaching mission study classes, lending them 
their books, and etc. There are lots of ways these 
old societies are planning to be “big sister” to 
them. 


I have enjoyed the work so and the time seems 
ripe for the work to forge ahead I sometimes 
think I ought not to leave it to go back to the 
Training School for my Masters degree even. 
But I hope by next year .the leaven will have 
spread out so much that others will join us.

We have before referred to the ambitioui 
project of the Knights of Columbus to secure 
the rewriting of American history in such man¬ 
ner as to give credit to the Roman Catholic 
Church for the doing If about everything, worth 
while that has been done since Columbus lighted 
these shores. The plan is already at work, under 
the Columbus Historical Commission, which it 
preparing text-books nominally for Catholic 
schools, but of course with the broader idea of 
general propaganda in view. Several £f these 
excursions into the field of American hiRofry are 
producing amazing and amusing results. For ex¬ 
ample, Roman Catholics are claiming that their 
church in Maryland first gave religious liberty 
to this country, the reference being to the laction 
of the Maryland Assembly of 1649, which passed 
the Act of Toleration, granting to all denomina¬ 
tions freedom of worship. It seejns, however, 
that the Maryland Assembly of that year was 
two-thirds Protestant. The Jesuit father, An¬ 
drew White, writing from the colony in 1641 
says: “The Assembly in Maryland was com¬ 
posed, with few exceptions, of heretics”, mean¬ 
ing by "heretics”, of course, Protestants. In 
1648 the Protestants were in a majority in the 
government, and in 1660 the records show that 
the Assembly was overwhelmingly Protestant, 
there being only four Roman Catholics, all of 
whom objected to the Act of Toleration. In giv¬ 
ing these facts in The Herald and Presbyter, Dr. 
Fisher quotes Bancroft the historian as saying: 
“Even in Maryland the Roman Catholics formed 
scarcely an eighth, perhaps not more than a 
twelfth part, of the papulation”, and Mr. Glad¬ 
stone as saying, ‘The picture of Maryland legis¬ 
lation is a gratifying one, but the historic view 
which assigns the credit of it to the Roman 
Catholic Church has little foundation in fact." 

In a sharp editorial note entitled “MiswHtten 
History”, the Christian Advocate (New York) 
thus deals with one of the new “findings” of this 
Columbus Historical Commission. Our renders 
will add to their amusement by remembering that 
the “Tom” Conant referred to was no other than 
Dr. Thomas O. Conant, for many years editor of 
The Examiner. Says the Advocate: 


The abovefegeferences tend to show the prophe- 
bs of the F$o|>hets recorded in the Old Testa- 
ent, and Hfltr fulfillment as recorded in the 


peaceful possession of eternal life ? Who; are 
we that are saved now, and know that we .will 
ever be saved?

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THE LONDON BAPTIST CONFERENCE 

Bf President E. Y. Mullins 


Two meetings of Baptists were held in the 
Baptist Church House in London from July 31 
to August 3j 1922, vis., the Executive Committee 
of the Baptist World Alliance, called by Dr. 
Shakespeare; European Secietary, and Dr. R. H. 
Pitt, American Secretary, and a conference on 
European Baptist affairs, called by Dr. J. H. 
Rushbrooke. our commissioner representing vari¬ 
ous groups America and Europe. I am not a 
member of tile Executive Committee of the Alli¬ 
ance, but wap asked to serve as his proxy by Hon. 
j E. W. Stephens of Missouri, who could not at¬ 
tend. An urgent cablegram, later reinforced by 
i advice from the Executive Committee of the Con¬ 
vention, led me to attend the London meetings. 
Full reports; will no doubt appear later. I can 
now merely‘touch a few of the more important 
matters. ! I 

Various details in connection with the 1923 
meeting of the Baptist World Alliance in Stock¬ 
holm were taken up. The dates were definitely 
fixed for Jujy 21 to 27, 1923. This date, a week 
later than previously announced, was considered 
better from the standpoint of the vacation period 
of most pasfors. 

As in 191)1, it'was recommended that the ex¬ 
penses of a limited number of European Baptists 
be provided' for, the ways and means to be an¬ 
nounced whin plans are more advanced. 

It was also arranged that there be a Baptist 
exhibit showing the missionary, educational and 
philahthropii: progress of the Baptists of the 
world. This matter was placed in the hands of 
a representative committee, which is to collect 
the material and, in co-operation with a Stock¬ 
holm committee, arrange for a suitable hall or 
building. l( is believed that such an exhibit of 
our Baptist jwork will do much to enlighten and 
inspire our Baptist brethren and others on the 
continent of Europe and all over the world. Dr. 
W. Y. Fullerton of the Foreign Mission Board 
of British Baptists, was chosen as chairman of 
this important committee. 

Steps were also taken looking to proper pub¬ 
licity beforej during and after the Alliance meet¬ 
ing. A volume of the proceedings will be pub¬ 
lished as in 1905 and 1911. 

A recommendation will be submitted at Stock¬ 
holm looking to the appointment of an advisory 
Ammittee of three hundred members to be chosen 
from Baptists in all parts of the world. This was 
regarded as, a very important step as it will be 
the means of finding many points of contact with 
Baptists everywhere. 

The most’difficult feature was the making of 
a tentative program for the next meeting of the 
World Alliance. The magnitude of our Baptist 
host all over the world, the great number of 
countries to.be considered, and of subjects to be 
presented, the great wealth of material in fine 
speaking ability, all combined to create a very 
difficult problem. In the nature of the case, the 
program as outlined was of a tentative character 
and will have to be put into more permanent form 
before it is announced by the secretaries. 

In general, it may be said that the aim is to 
interpret our Baptist message and mission to 
Europe and the world at large in some adequate 
way. Therg has never been a time when our 
message is more needed than today, and never 
a greater opportunity for Baptists to tell man¬ 
kind what they stand for in the world. Pro¬ 
vision is made for presenting not only our dis¬ 
tinctive message but the implication of that mes¬ 
sage for the world’s present needs. 

Two notable features of the European Con¬ 
ference call!for emphasis. One is the growth of 
Baptist work in Russia. In 1914 there were in 
Russia, in round numbers, 100,000 Baptists. To¬ 
day there are not less than one million, and some 
say not less than five million. In letters and 
reports by Drs. Rushbrooke and Gill the above 
figures are tepeatedly confirmed. A leader of the

Baptist host in Southern Russia wrote that there 
are now not less than five million Baptists in 
Russia. We may say assuredly, then, that Bap¬ 
tists in Russia have increased ten fold in the last 
eight years. There are two groups of Russian 
Baptists, identical in doctrine and polity, but dif¬ 
fering in pame, one group calling themselves 
“Baptists” I simply, the other calling themselves 
“Evangelical Christians”. They are to hold a 
conference: this fall to see if they can not agree 
upon a common name, as they are already agreed 
in other things. 

Here again we. have a marvelous example of 
how the study of the New Testament alone and 
an enlightened desire to obey its precepts will 
bring groups of people to identical views of the 
teachings of the gospel. “Indigenous churches" 
spring up in any country after the same pattern 
where men and women are left with an open 
Bible, an ;open conscience and an obedient will. 
No spiritual movement of modern times is so 
striking and impressive as the Baptist movement 
in Russia today. 

And nqxt in interest is Roumania. Persecu¬ 
tions are still going on. Dr. Rushbrooke, with 
remarkable skill and diplomacy, strongly re-en¬ 
forced by Dr. Gill, is slowly pressing the claims 
of our Baptist brethren in Roumania upon the 
attention, of these officials. These officials do not 
know the meaning of religious liberty in our 
sense of the word. It is not easy to state it or 
define It in a way which they can grasp. Their 
minds are filled with the luxurious undergrowth 
of an ancient theory of church and state. This 
has to be cleared away before true ideas can be 
sown or; the harvest reaped. 

But progress is being made. Promises are be¬ 
ing made. The Baptist protest is being heard 
and felt. Dr. Clifford in a bold protest in the 
London Times recently aroused the Roumanian 
minister in London to new interest. A delegation 
consisting of Drs. Clifford, Shakespeare, Frank¬ 
lin, Pitt, Landrum, Gill and myself, was sent by 
the joirtt conferences to lay our case before the 
Roumanian ambassador. The most promising 
phase df the situation is the sensitiveness of the 
Roumanian government to aroused public senti¬ 
ment. This was very evident in our extended 
interview as Dr. Rushbrooke overwhelmed the 
amhassador with facts and incidents as to recent 
peraecstions. I have never been more impressed 
with the mission of Baptists to teach the world 
the meaning of religious liberty. 

'The; British brethren provided ip every way 
for our comfort. Dr. Shakespeare busied him¬ 
self ts rare for every need. The Northern and 
Southern Conventions, England, Sweden, Ger¬ 
many, Holland, Australia and New Zealand were 
represented. Drs. Pitt and Landrum, members 
of the executive committee from the Southern 
Baptist Convention, were present at all sessions, 
and rendered notable service. I was in a sense 
an outsider, but was greatly interested in the 
deliberations. Dr. J. H. Franklin, foreign mis¬ 
sion secretary, and Mr. J. S. Dickerson of Chi¬ 
cago represented the Northern Conventions, 
Brethren W. O. I-ewia, European representative 
of the Northern Convention, and Everett Gill of 
the (Southern Convention, rendered fine service. 
Df. Brenander, president of the Swdish Semi- 
par/, Dr. Bystrom, Swedish Foreign Mission Sec¬ 
retary, Brethren Modin and others from Stock¬ 
holm assisted at every point in a notable way. 
So also, though arriving late. Brother Semoleit 
from Berlin, brought us a moving message from 
Ghrjnany. 

I Wish I could reproduce some of the wonderful 
impressions made by reports of European con¬ 
ditions. Our German brethren need the help Of 
others. I hope something can be done tor them. 
Besides this, Dr. Rushbrooke made it clear that 
our relief work should not stop. There is still 
great need in Russia and elsewhere in countries 
we have been helping. Europe is a great open 
door for Baptists. 1

We do not prescribe all-night 
sessions for missionaries and secretaries, but we 
believe the results of the conference will in this 
case justify the continuous day and night ses¬ 
sion. The Foreign Mission Board expects har¬ 
mony and cooperation among its missionaries, 
and is equally desirous of moot cordial relations 
between them snd the churches and pastors on 
the Helds. We believe this conference will pro¬ 
mote the desired end, and are think this is the 
opinion of all who took part in the conference. 
It certainly gave the Corresponding Secretary 
of the Board opportunity to arrive at an under¬ 
standing of matters which it is important for 
the Board to understand in order faithfully te 
discharge its responsibility to the denomination 
and its duty to the missions rise and the native 
Christians.

The writer left Rio de Janerio on July 6th, 
midst the excitement of a short-lived revolution. 
Naval forces had been dropping shells into the 
city during the day and there was considerable 
excitement, with a growing death list. Conse¬ 
quently we were advised to get aboard ship about 
thb middle of the afternoon lest we should not 
be able to do so later. We left the wharf at • 
o'clock and moved out of the beautiful harbor 
a* the lights of the city were taking the place of 
a glorious sunset, and the searchlights were 
sweeping the forts, shipping, and bay front. 

The harbor of Rio de Janerio, indescribably 
beautiful at any time, is wonderful at night. 
Perhaps no other city in the world is so extrava- 
gsnt in the electric ilulmination at Rio. The 
curve of the city about the bending shore line 
the lake, and the rising elevation of houses 
aqd streets from the water's edge up the slope* 
of the mountains furnish special advantages for 
effective display of the brilliant and artiatic light¬ 
ing for which Rio is far famed. Unlike New 
Vprk Harbor, the effect is not marred by the 
display of vulgar and grotesque advertisements 
of commercial houses set in electric display 
against the city front. The lighting of Rio is a 
triumph of art. Sailors tell you that the glow 
o t these lights can be seen in the heavens under 
fflvorable conditions 60 to 100 miles at sea. 

Out of the harbor our ship put well to sea 
and stkrted north for Bahia, Pernambuco and 
toward; Europe. Our destination, Pernambuco 
(Recife), is distant from Rio 1,123 miles. Recife 
it, as a matter of fact, the name of the city and 
Pernambuco is the name of the state, although 
(dost English-speaking people designate the city 
liy the latter name. 

We arrived at Recife on Sunday morning, July 
9th, and after much waiting due to the indiffer¬ 
ent and Idiotic way in which the traveling public 
are, since the war, treated by the health and vise 
officers Of all countries, we were allowed to go 
ashore, The sea was a little rough and the 
passengers had to be let down in a big basket 
flo the small boats which were to take them 
ashore, Thoughtful of this visitor, the mission¬ 
aries of the Foreign Mission Board had secured 
a motor boat and come out to get us. The sea 
teas too rough for the ladder to be let down, So 

J 't took our place in the basket and were dropped 
own into a barge, the boat riling to meet us. 
from this we were able to jump aboard the 
motor boat. When we reached shore, it was 
time to go immediately to the First Baptist 
Church where we were booked to speak. 

{ Our work in the North Brazil Miaaion began 
with * sermon to a fine audience. The pastor 
ef this church, Rev. Orlando Falcon, it, I be¬ 
lieve, a graduate of Baylor University and has 
studied in the Southern Baptist Seminary. He

told that Pastor Salles is accustomed to have 
audiences as large as this and larger on Sunday 
flights.

The mis¬ 
sionaries of Recife are deeply interested in the 
evangelization of the city and are working and 
planning with the pastors to realize large re¬ 
sults.

There are already ten Bap- 
fist churches in Recife, and the missionaries ex¬ 
pect this number to be doubled in the next ten 
years.

On Thursday moming, Inly 13th, we were Up 
and off before day for Macieo, with the comps*- # 
iontble John Mein. The trip consumed 15^4 j 

hours on a slow day coach. We thought we hffd ^ 
seen most of the sugar-cane lands of Brazil, bfft 
this trip took us through miles and miles of cage 
fields interspersed with bananas, and as nowhet* 
else in Brazil, with corn-fields. The couiitfy 
traversed is mountainous and much of it beau- 1 
tiful. The |day was cloudy and much of it minor, 
but this spared us the dust and contributed to tffe 
pleasure of: the trip. 

At every station one's ears are dinned with 
th* cries of beggars and greeted with the spec¬ 
tacle of little children, many of them unclothed, 
with distended stomachs, evidence of the hoto- 
worm which preys upon childhood here. Mingled 
with the crying of the wretched beggars is the 
cry of the sellers of lottery tickets, which jin 
many instances are sold for the "church”. What 
a commentary upon Catholicism are the poverty, 
illiteracy, and moral standards of countries upon 
which the institution, by a great misnoiffer 
called the “church”, makes its living. In evdry 
country where Romanism has had uninterrupted 
opportunity to make a demonstration, it has dtjne 
so in » prevalent illiteracy, poverty, and general y 
social disorder. The record it has made in Brazil 
varies little from that which it has made in all 
Roma* Catholic countries of the globe, andi it 
has h«re made this record among a people ffho 
axe highly capable and whq but for the Roiffan 
Catholic Church would, we doubt not, present a 
civilization which would compare favorably With 
the b*st. Evangelical Christianity is yet to be 
given an opportunity to make demonstration 
here, tut when it has, the result will both Vin¬ 
dicate evangelical Christianity and show t^iat 
the Brazilian people are capable of high intel¬ 
lectual, moral and social achievement. 

We arrived at Macieo about 10:30 Thursday 
night, and soon found rest in the hospitable hffme 
of Bro, and Sister Mein and their four boys. jMy 
window opened to the sounding sea which breaks 
soothingly on the shore a hundred yards sway. 
Two delightful days were spent in Macieo and 
services Were held at two of the three churcne*. 
The audiences were good, the welcome cordial, 
and wr carry with us a pleasant memory] of 
friends and fellowships of the town. If efface 
allowed we should like to share with the reader 
some j>f the stories of persecutions by Roman 
Catholics and the labors and triumphs of the 
Gospel which we heard from Bro. Mein in the 
day’s ride from Recife to Macieo and in the 
quiet pf his home, but these will keep until • 
more Convenient time comes for their telling. 

On the 16th we took ship by a Dutch boat for 
Bahia, where we arrived on the morning of| the 
18th, tp be met by Brothers White and Downing. 
We were in Bahia from the 18th to the ilst, 
holding conferences and speaking to fine ffudi- 
ences at night. We spoke at two churche* on 
the last evening, the audiences in one instance 
waiting for us until we could get through with 
the first services and by a 20 minutes’ walk 
reach the church. 

Bahai Was the scene of much of the labor and 
the trial* of the lamented Z. C. Taylor. I was 
told that many of the lawyers and doctors and 
merchants of the city were once the pupil* in 
his little school. I found among the older mem¬ 
bers of the churches many who remembered him 
and cherish his memory. There were some, too, 
who remembered Bro. J. A. Barker, who wffs at 
Bahia for a short while years ago. There are 
several atrong and faithful preachers and some 
faithful laymen in our churches in Bahia. We 
found that there was a strong sentiment in favor 
of reopening a Baptist academy in this city of 
250,000, and we hope that plans may be worked 
out whfyh will make this possible without overtax¬ 


ing the strained resources of the Foreign Mission 
Board. The First Church of Bahia is maintaining 
a “day-School with most gratifying result*. 

'ifa'T. W. Taylor is, through (he gmieroaity 
of ah honored Brazilian family, establishing a 
good school at Cases, a day’s rid* out from Bahia 
on boat and train, and was in for conference* 
He Is one of our younger missionaries who to 
happy in his work and, according to the older 
missionaries of tbe Bahia field, Is Justifying his 
appointment. 

All .these church** of th* North Brasil Mission 
are striving to build their own houses of worship j 
without calling *n th* Foreign Misalo* Board., 
In nearly every case they have to secure help 
from the Church Building Loan Fund which has 
been established in the North Brazil Mimion, but 
both in the amount which is raised in cash and 
in the promptness with which they meet these 
loans, these churches ar* exhibiting fine self- 
respect and a Christian liberality and devotion 
which has great Inspirational value for our cause 
in ‘Brazil. 


The Mares Church in Bahia has in making ^ 
heroic effort to provide Its own house of worship, 
met with a great disappointment which should 
enlist the sympathy and some relief from out 
Baptist brethren in th* South. Th* thumb iff 
composed largely of factory people with a fo* 
influential citizen*. It was found that th* ehorch 
was entered into a great work with fine oppoff- 
tunity in its part of th* city and that a bonds 
of worship was needed which would seat five <w 
six hundred people end provide quarters for * 
well-organized Sunday School. The members vo|- 
ultarily taxed themselves heavily to provide su<£ 
a -building, and when it was just about ready |o 
enter, the roof collapsed .and destroyed much of 
the walls. A contractor had allowed to be pit 
into the roof structure some faulty material. 
The laws of Brniil do not allow the church |o 
recover damages from the contractor and the al¬ 
ready over burdened little hand of believer* bid 
to get under a still heavier burden or he without 
a place of worship and lose what they had Pff4. 
into the building which promtoed to ffsaat tUf 
needs. After a season of prayer, the membrn- 
ahip with their own hands removed the debffis 
and made ready for the beginning anew of w*Mt 
on their new building. I have seen a subscription 
list which represents the additional burden whith 
these poor people have assumed. It alfnoet map# 
me cry.

tlst in the South who would not if ha fully i*>- 
deratood th* conditions and saw th* heroism *>f 
this little company of beltovors, make at toast 
a small contribution to help make the burtoo 
bearable.

American missionaries 
Women’s Board of Foreigb Missions report that 
the natives of Canton, Shanghai, Tokio, Calcutta 
and Jerusalem, viewing mbtion pictures made in 
the United States, must thjink, and do think, that 
all Americans of the male,persuasion gamble for 
a living, drinD whiskey, caiiry a brace of revolvers 
and kill one another for jleasure. Through the 
same means they get the dea that all American 
women smoke cigarettes c mtinualiy, drink heav¬ 
ily and “sell themselves fir i coin or a smile.” 
The report sets out that l ive intrigues figure in 
the American films practically to the exclusion of 
everything else but shooting and drinking. 

This is a terrible indictment from the artistic 
point of view, to say nothing of the moral view¬ 
point. The percept which; the master dramatist 
sets first, the motion picture actors are setting no¬ 
where in their scenes. Thei features of virtue are 
not shown on the stages iA the Far East, which 
pretend to reflect life as !we live it over here. 
And it can almost go withojut saying that a stage 
which cannot “show virtue hef own feature,” 
cannot “show scom her oiwn image,” the most 
perfect image of scorn springing out of the hor¬ 
ror and detestation in normal minds of the vice 
which, in opposing virtue' and righteous ends, 
calls down the condemnation of the gallery and 
the parquet. Mr. Volstea^ and all the prohibi¬ 
tion enforcement Officials will deny, and with 
truth, that Americans are drinking large quanti¬ 
ties of whiskey. 

Here at home we know ourselves too well, uAd 
are much too sure of ourselves to be o'er troubled 
at scenic, inarticulate slanders.

The 
sitdi lion is one Aiat can only be cured in two 
waj . First, by 1 material gift of some noble 
heat ed individual, or, in the second place, until a 
sufli icnt number If years have gone by to en¬ 
able us to build a I relief reserve with an income 
suflV ient to meej jour needs. In the meantime, 
hun[ reds of thesq bid men will have died in their 
dist^ ?ss and poverty. They are going now at the 
rate: of nearly two a week, ninety having died 
diiriag the last :jjear. The only way for the 
Boam, relying up<jn its own resources, at pres¬ 
ent, lo build this rtserve, is to retain annually as 
muc T ®* P° s s>bla jof that half of the fund in- 
tcndid for general relief. While this may seem 
the longest, it is undoubtedly the shortest way 
to that attainment in our work when we can 
begii to do something like the adequate thing 
in tlA aid we rend* our beneficiaries. And when 
we Ifcve reached tfe end of the 76 Million Cam- 
paigi, in which oti* share was only $2,500,000.00, 
to raise the other *2,500,000.00 in two years, as 
the Convention ha# provided that we shall have 
the importunity tq po, giving 60 per cent, of this, 
or $1,500,000.00 t» relief, and the other million 
to oijr Annuity Fuad, by that time we shall have 
an-o||iplished abouj one-half of our task as a 
Boam in making secure the comfort of our dis¬ 
able* and aged brethren. 

" we need above all things, and must ac- 
quin as soon as j>$ssible, is an interest bearing 
fund -for our relief work alone, that will yield 
an annual income- #f one hundred thousand dol¬ 
lar*!: One hundretf thousand dollars a year, as 
a study income fob our relief work, in addition 
t0 F** we u * e money collected from the 
f°r relief, Will enable us to do a very 
respectable thing fct our retired preachers. Any¬ 
thin! short of that Is so inadequate as to amount 
to dlslinct humiliation. 

Tlje-Jacksonville Convention fixed the objective 
of tie Relief and Annuity Board at ten millions. 
Thiajif just as it qhbuld be. 'Nothing short of an 
• mb wment of ten millions will suffice fpr our 
need i.' Our relief , work will, by and by, need an 
inco: s# of from thsee to five hundred thousand 
dolli ra a year, for the reason that our brethren 
who grow old, or* for any reason, become inca- 
paci ated, are mor* and more looking to our 
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Board for aid^ and comfort, and this turning go 
our Board <>n the part of the brethren will m- 
crease front vtar to year. And why should thby 
not, in their <jistre.s, do that? The Board wps 
organised ft>r that very pprpoae. Southern Bap¬ 
tists should not allow anything ever a gum to 
stand ia th« »ay of the growth of the endowment 
of this Board, iCe will eventually need an ip- 
come of not $fss than three hundred thousand 
dollars a yea#, maybe more, for oar Annuity 
Fund. The Board has certainly the right location 
in the building of the endowment fund. We cSn 
get in Texas (V<>m one and one half to two pbr 
cent, more for our money than we can get any¬ 
where east :of the Mississippi. 

I have written the state secretaries, (and cer¬ 
tainly we have! nothing but words of praise far 
the courtesy apd co-operation of this fine body 
of men, among, our southern leaden), and hate 
appealed to them to keep us in mind this sum¬ 
mer, especially;since we receive almost nothing 
during the sunjmer months, and yet, our bene¬ 
ficiaries receive: just as much during that period 
as at other timer, and if the brethren do not send 
us in the n)oney we have to provide it in sonic 
way.

It is frothy and momentary and too oftml, 
fails to firu^ expression In vigorous thought ami 
action. Ono has paid, "The barreneut of all mor¬ 
tals is the Sentimentalist”. There is a universal 
feeling that when we talk about the old preach¬ 
ers, we mult do so in such a way as to 
people try. I Thd Secretary’ has been asked 
prepare literature that was sentimental (emo- 
tional) in it* nature; that would atir the feelings 
of the people. This is all right in its place, but 
standing alqne, it is not sufficient. We want a 
sense of deep and pungent justice; a sentiment 
th#t will pipducej thoughts and resolutions thgt 
lie too deep for fleam, and that will bring us $o 
do the square thing by the old preachers. \Me 
want more conviHion, and not so much affec¬ 
tionate indifference. Feeling is all right if It 
brings acti<*i, bijt absolutely worthless if it 
doesn’t. A gentlqman was one day relating to L 
Quaker a tale oi deep distress, and concluded 
very pathetically by saying, "I could not but fegl 
for him”. jVerilh, friend", replied the Quakef, 
“thou didst right jin that thou didst feel for thw 
neighbor, but didnt thou feel in the right place-t- 
didst thou feel in thy pocket?” Deep and abid¬ 
ing sentiment wa# lacking tbe day that our ap¬ 
portionment for Ministerial Relief waa cut from 
five to two and a half million dollars, for the 
period of the 75 [Million Campaign.
